should be produced. 

(2) The prices notified are those on the basis of cash/agalnst 
documents within 60 days from the date of bill of lading. The 
exporters will have to produce a certificate from the bankers 
within 2 months from the date of payment of the bill to the 
effect that the payment has been received as above. 

The runnages of different varieties of non-baled coir yarn 
are subject to 5% tolerance. 

All other conditions hold good for the export of non-balod 
coir yarn as in the case of baled coir yarn.
